But we live in an age and in a na- 
tion that lielievos in t'ldni: ifficr the 
things 'hat arc seen — particularly the 
"Almighty Dollar" which is a sym. 
bol for the things seen. 1 think 
perhaps that i> one reason the Chur.-h 
of God docs not wield tbe influence 
it should today.
